ing violations “may have 
occurred.” As a result, he 
believes that 

1) there is enough credi- 
ble evidence that McCoy direct- 
ly offered to pay legal fees to 
Selectman Cain to induce him 
to “file or participate in” a law- 
suit against the Town of 
Wilmington regarding the per- 
mit granted to the DePesas by 
the Board of Appeals. A viola 
tion of such a statute carries 
civil penalties only. 

2)... there is enough credible 
evidence that McCoy acted as 
an “agent” for someone else in 
a claim against the town by 
soliciting and offering to 
finance both a residential abut- 
ter and a commercial abutter 


to file the appeal. Such a viola: 
tion, if proven true, could carry 
criminal and civil penalties. 

3) there is enough credible 
evidence that McCoy partici 
pated in his capacity as a 
municipal employee at two 
hearings of the Board of 
Appeals in speaking out against 
the permit and providing assis: 
tance, by way of an affidavit, in 
the civil lawsuit that was 
indeed filed against the town 

“It does not appear that 
Selectman McCoy's participa 
tion involved a determination 
of general policy, nor was his 
particular financial interest, as 
a restaurant owner on Lowell 
Street, shared by the general 
population of the town,” stated 
Nally. 

This violation too, if found 
true, carries criminal and civil 
penalties.

Forrest wasn't the only one 
with an opinion. Selectman 
Raymond Lepore took a 
moment to turn the focus from 
McCoy to Cain. 

“I'm going to be truthful with 
you,” Lepore told Cain. “I 
respect the police department, 
and I feel sorry for the citizens 
of this town who had to pay 
probably a lot of tax money for 
this investigation. What both- 
ers me the most is that it took 
three years for you, as an offi- 
cial, a senior official with 23 
years of experience, to come 
forward. That bothers me. If 
Mr. McCoy is guilty, then you 
are as guilty as Mr. McCoy, in 
my book.” 

Cain mentioned that anybody 
with complaints against him 
can articulate them in a letter 
that can be sent to the State 
Ethics Commission. 

“I'm willing to meet with any- 
body who wants to interview 
me in regards to my involve- 
ment with this,” Cain said. 
“The police department's 
report stands on its own merit. 
If when the report gets to the 
ethics commission they see that 
I did anything improper, then 
I'm sure that I'll be interviewed 
and addressed to it as well.” 

The use of polygraph tests 
during the investigation proved 
controversial with some who 
attended the meeting. One res- 
ident felt that such a lie detec- 
tor test would likely be biased 
because the questions had been 
structured and controlled by 
the police department, Nally 
countered that all polygraph 
tests that were given during the 
investigation were done so by a 
former FBI agent whom Nally 
only met near the conclusion of 
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the investigation. 
Furthermore, Nally asserted 
that such tests are as much a 
“tool” in an investigation as an 
interview or a video tape or a 
piece of physical evidence. 

“Nothing is based solely upon 
a lie detector test,” Nally said. 

Nally was momentarily joined 
by Deputy Chief Robert 
Spencer, who urged residents 
not to be swayed by what he 
feels has been innuendo aimed 
at the police department in 
terms of the integrity of its 
investigation. 

“If you're going to make con- 
clusive statements that carry 
weight, make them,” Deputy 
Spencer told the resident who 
raised objections to the use of 
the polygraph tests. “Don’t 
throw a blanket on things with 
comments that have no bearing 
or meaning whatsoever.” 

At one point, Nally was ques- 
tioned by McCoy’s attorney, 
Richard C. Bardi, in regards to 
his details about April 9, in 
which he alleged that McCoy 
tried to obstruct the investiga- 
tion. 

“Why didn’t you refer this to 
the Attorney General's Office, 
so that there was an independ- 
ent, third party review to avoid 
the allegation that you were 
(part) of a political investiga- 
tion?” Attorney Bardi asked. 

“I felt that, despite that, I was 
not going to delay it,” Nally 
answered. “I felt that it could 
be done impartially by my 
detectives who would do the 
primary work.” 

Earlier in the evening, Nally 
corrected a statement that he 
made at the last selectmen 
meeting, in which he suggested 
that the police department does 
not usually handle noncriminal 
investigations, such as the one

in regards to McCoy. Nally 
asserted that his department 
frequently handles matters of a 
noncriminal nature, such as 
those relating to traffic enforce- 
ment, disputes between cus- 
tomers and merchants, argu- 
ments about property lines and 
bylaws, missing children, and 
the needs of those with mental 
health issues. 

“For the record, the police 
department regularly involves 
itself, in one form or the other, 
in what can be termed ‘civil 
issues’ and ‘noncriminal 
issues’,” Nally stated. 

In the end, the Board of 
Selectmen did not cast a formal 
vote to send the report to the 
ethics commission. Instead, 
board members in favor of the 
idea were satisfied with Nally's 
decision to take such action 
himself. 

McCoy was one of those who 
supported such a move. Since 
April, he has maintained that 
the matter would be best 
addressed by the ethic commis- 
sion, not the local police 
department. 

“I fully endorse sending the 
report to the State Ethics 
Commission,” McCoy said. “I 
did nothing wrong. I want an 
independent body to review 
these allegations.” 

Resident Marilyn Cox agreed 
with McCoy that the matter 
should have been in the hands 
of the ethics commission from 
the start. 

“That's what Mr. McCoy has 
been asking for since the begin- 
ning,” Cox told Cain. “He want- 
ed this to go to the ethics com- 
mission, and you wouldn't let it 
happen. It took seven months 
and all this money.”

Since the 
Mission is currently operating 
on one-sixth of their required 
budget, donations of blankets 
from outside sources is their 
only reliance. 

As Walsh states on his flier: 
“Two blankets can make the 
difference between life and 
death for many of the less for- 
tunate.” 

Walsh's objective is to collect 
150 blankets by December 20 to 


replace one month's worth of 
the Mission's blankets. In 
order to achieve his goal, he 
has set up three different col- 
lection areas within 
Wilmington. One place to look 
for the aspiring Eagle Scout 
and his peers in the weeks to 
come will be on your own front 
stoop as they make their rounds 
going door-to-door at houses 
and businesses. 

“My troop will be going house 
to house to ask for blanket 
donations,” says Walsh. 

During the weekends, Walsh 
will set up boxes in a designat- 
ed area at each church in 
Wilmington, indicating dona- 
tions for his blanket drive. 

“Scouts in different troops will

The body of James, the first to 
be named, was identified by 
James Gilligan, a teacher at 
Dorchester High School, who 
lived on Burnap Street in 
Wilmington.

Another man who answered the 
call was Father Albert J. Shea, a 
priest at St. James Church in 
Boston.

In the early fall of 1913, a canvass of the town pro- 
duced $22,000, and the next spring, a group of pines. 
men succeeded in raising an additional S25, 
these funds, the Winchester Visiting Nurses purchased 
a 5.5 acre tract of land bordered by Highland Avenue, 
Valley Road, Maple Street and Fairmount Street. The 
new 44-bed Winchester bey Lie admitted its first pa- 
tient on its current site on May 28, 1917. 

“We're looking forward to an exciting future,” said 
Lodge. “We will continue to invest in people, programs 
and services that are vital to the health of our commu- 
nities.” 

Today, the Winchester Hospital has 200 beds and 
bassinets and provides the largest share of health care 
in its service area, caring for patients from Winches- 
ter, Woburn, Wilmington, Reading, Stoneham, North 
Reading, Tewksbury, Billerica, Burlington, Medford 
and Malden. 


The hospital cared for more than 11,000 inpatients 
and 45,000 emergency room patients last year.

games. Herra, on the other hand, 
is a freshman. Although he looks 
like a freshman standing at 5-7 
and weighing 155 pounds, Herra 
certainly doesn’t play like a ninth 
grader. He has had a phenomenal 
rookie season for the ‘Cats. 

The two of them have drasti- 
cally different styles, however they 
will both be big figures in the 
game on Thursday. Rocco, an out- 
standing three-sport athlete, is a 
pocket passer who looks down field 
to many receivers for 20or 30 yard 
gains usually. This season he has 
completed 72 of his 148 attempts 
for 947 yards with 9 touchdown 
passes and 5 interceptions.

Herra has only played in 10 
varsity games. He has completed 
42 of his 88 passes for 796 yards 
with 6 touchdowns and only three 
interceptions. His style is very 
unique. He is mobile 
with an additional 240 rushing 
yards and 7 scores. He can roll out 
and throw on the run with the best 
of them. He can also be a pocket 
passer and throw a beautiful spi- 
ral down field. 

“He's good,” said Rocco of 
Herra. “Any kid who is a fresh- 
man no matter what team or no 
matter from where and is thestart- 
ing quarterback is good. I really 
haven't seen him pass a lot but I 
know he has 6 or 7 touchdown 
passes and that’s good. His num- 
bers are great, especially for a 
freshman.” 

Herra’s first game against 
Hamilton-Wenham was probably 
his best. In the 25-13 win he com- 
pleted 4-of-7 passes for 126 yards. 
He also rushed the ball 12 times 
for 51 yards and scored a pair of 
touchdowns. He has five games of 
throwing 100 yards or more —four 
of them victories over Hamilton-

In those four games the ‘Cats 
have outscored the opponents 117- 
42, while his numbers are fantas- 
tic.

Without the blocking of Dereck 
Downs, however, the Wildcats’ 
dynamic running duo might have 
more resembled Colonel Sanders.

“T’ve been playing offensive line 
my whole life,” said the 6-foot, 200- 
pound Downs about his move to 
tight end.

Derek Hanley and Sean 
Godding have gone over his side 
most of the time and he’s abso- 
lutely been a dominant force at 
tight end.” 

Almeida has coached Downs for 
three years on the Wilmington var- 
sity and will mentor him one last 
timein the Wildcats’ Thanksgiving 
showdown with Tewksbury.

Coach Brian Aylward said that 
Terrio never had the given talents 
to be such a great presence on the 
offensive line.

Sophie, who is known 
around town as “the egg lady” 
takes to her ostrich, turkey, 
cockateel, goose and finch eggs 
like a duck to water. She is 
such an accomplished artisan 
that she teaches students in 
her home the fine art of turn- 
ing a white, calcified egg into 
whatever the artist's mind can 
envision. And when she goes to 
egg shows like those held at the 
South Shore Plaza, Braintree 
and the World Trade Center, 
Boston. Sophie teaches semi- 
nars, sells some of her egg cre- 
ation by design and sometimes 
buys miniature furnishings and 
furniture-all the better to deco- 
rate with. 

You have probably heard of 
the easter egg hunt at the 
White House, Well, Sophie 
Chetwynd didn’t get down on 
her knees to hunt for colored 
eggs with children. She was 
invited to submit an egg that 
would represent something spe- 
cial about Massachusetts. 
Sophie’s choice? An egg cre- 
ation depicting one of the 
Boston Common Swan Boats. 
She was the only “egger”, per- 
son who makes these ornate 
creations, chosen from the Bay 
State. Each artisan invited to 
create an egg, represented one 
of the 50 states. 

Today Sophie pulls out an 
album of fond remembrance-a 
letter from the AEB, corre- 
spondence and color pho- 
tographs of the special occa- 
sion and tells us, “Clinton was 
president and somehow, some- 
body for the American Egg 
Board contacted me July 17, 
2000. The egg had to be finished 
by Dec/Jan. 2001. My daugh- 
ter, Laura, two of her girl- 
friends and I went to the White 
House for the weekend. The 
White House was closed to the 
public, We went through securi- 
ty and we just had a very 
extensive tour, including the 
White House garden. It was 
such an incredible warm, 
sunny 90 degree (April) day. 
We saw Newt Gingrich at a lun- 
cheon, across. the street 
(Pennsylvania Avenue). There 
were 35 craftsmen from 
throughout the nation there 
with their guests. 

We met the first lady 
(Hilary Rodham Clinton)-~she 
was very warm and made us 
all feel welcome.” Sophie's
